Franchise in Rhode Island.

The franchise in Rhode [sland not be-
ing very well understood by the general
publie,  and questions in regard to it
baving been addressed to the Times, the
following explanation of the matter is
made brief and distinet as possible:
There arve two classes of voters in Rhode
Island, property and registry voters.
Both can vote for alle general officers,
mavors and general city officers, presi-
dential vlectors, but only property own-
ers can ballot for city councils in cities,
the idea governing this latter franchise
being that only property owners can
have an interest in the guestions of tax-
ation. Qualifications of voters are dis-
tinet.  First, natives of the United States
ean become registry voters by a resi-
denece of two vears in the state and six
months in the town: or they become
property volers by a residence of one
vear and owning 2134 value of real es-
tate. Second, those born in foreign
countries musl naturalized, must
live one vear in the state, and must own
£134 worth of real estate in all eases.
They eannot beoome registry voters, nor
voters in any way except by owning real
estate, but when made volers i_[\' OwWn-
ing such real estate, they vote for offi-
cers of every kind. It iz this i!’llpt‘!‘ﬂ."
tive clause, that in Rhode Island natar-
izend eitizens must own reil estate to the
value of %134, which iz not geperally
known., Besides the guulifications for
l't‘;_'i-d!‘_'s‘ voters, these persons must have
their names duly entered in the registry
list before the end of the December of
the preceding yvear, iand must pay 81
registry fee before the 10th day of Jan-

vote,  Registry voters of Ameriean birth
can become property voters by the pay-
ment of a tax on $134 worth of proper-
tv, real or personal.  Men native born,
without property real or personal, may
be taxed for the nominal sum of $500
personal property, so ealled, and thus
become property voters,

Gray's Elegy.
T. S, Perry, in Decomber Athiniie,

Extreme elegance and careful compo-
sition are more conspicuous in the Elegy
than in most other English poems of
vqual length.  The art is not foreed up
on the reader's attention, but it has
doubtless preserved a poem in which 1t
is commonly said that there is no other
quality of exceptional greatness. Yet
there is u sort of ungraciousness in that
remark. inasmuch as it resembles the
well-known eriticism of the man who,
when he first saw Hamlet acted, com-
mented on the large number of familiar
gquotations that it contained: for the El
egy is so well known that it seems there-
by somewhat trite and wvalueless. It
qpems so, that is to sav, until we read
it over again, wien we caunot fail to
enjoy its beauty. [t was at once sue-
cessful, and the imitations that it called
forth were numowerless. As a general
thing, liowever, they bear as faint a like-
ness to the oricinal ss it does itself to
Gayv's Elegiae Episile to a Friend,
sawritten.”” as we are told, and can read-
ily believe, “under a dejection of spir-
its,”  Gay's poem has been saved from
total obscurity only by the assertion that
it il'l'«l!il'l'l! Cirav to write his l".!l‘;:_\'.

The imitations of the Elegy are more
like this poem of Gaz's.
more important are Falconer's
written as a conclusion to his Shipwreck.
James Grame tried his hand at similar
elegies, and William Whitehead followed
the beaten path.

John Scott wrote five |']t’::i!‘~' after the
same model, and the list could easily be
ll'll;_{'”n‘tll-l].

In fact, the popularity of Gray’s poem
is one of the things that make it
hard, when were it not for these dis-
tracting cirenmstances, it would be so
easy, to define exactly any past genera-
tion. Ope mizght be disposed to say
that the last century did not eare for the
qualitics we see in his Elegy, whereas
the popularity of this poem proves the
contrary. A great deal of nonsense of
this kind has been talked, and perhaps
as much about the cighteenth century
as about any other.

AROUND THE HOUSE.

RaspBERRY JAm.—Weigh the fruit
and add three-quarters of the weight of
sagar; put the former into a preserving
pan, boil and break it; stir constantly
and let it boil very quickly: when the
juice has boiled an hour, add the sugar
and simmer half an hour. In this way
the jam is superior in color and flavor
to that which is made by putting the
sugar in at first.

Barrer PuopixG.—Take one small
baker's loaf, cut off the erust, and pour
over the rest one guart of boiling milk.
When cold beat it to a pulp, then stir in
four well beaten eggs, a small teacup of
flour, and a half veast ecake dissolved.
